American Report May Be Majority One 

On this and other points, it seems more than obvious that there 
is a clash between the British and U. S. members of the body. This 
division is becoming more and more obvious as every major issue 


* is discussed, so that it is felt that there will be two reports, a ma- 


jority and a minority one. The Americans may be on the majority 
side however, because their unity is obvious. In fact the British had 
felt that one or two of the Americans might side with them, espe- 
cially because of the searching questions that were asked during 
the months-long testimony, but the reverse may happen in the end. 

Most of the initiative in the preliminary consideration of the 
report has come from the Americans and their inclination toward 
the Jewish cause has been surprising, not only to the British but 
to all others here who have followed the committee’s public hearings. 
British Would Extend Transfer of DPs 

On the point of the DPs, how long it would take to move them 
is another issue. The British are believed to want to stretch the 
movement out over a year or so, while there are some Americans 
who believe that, if red tape is slashed and army facilities are used, 
they could be taken from the camps in Germany and Italy and moved 
to Palestine within a couple of months. 

The bitterest discussions, however, may be expected when the 
committee gets down to long-range immigration policy. In this field, 
too, the British are due for surprises. 

The Americans, it is believed, will insist on recommending con- 
tinuous large-scale Jewish immigration and that the Jewish Agency 
be allowed to maintain control of allocation of certificates. The 
British are thought to believe that the effect of continuous large- 
scale immigration would be the formation of a Jewish State, no 
matter what political form is recommended for the country’s future. 

There is some sentiment among the British, it is believed, for a 
declaration that the mandate under which Britain rules Palestine 
is unworkable and that a new basis for administering the country 
should be drawn up—with Britain’s role as administrator retained. 

Without going into the latter point the Americans are under- 
stood to oppose the idea that the mandate is outmoded or that a 
new beginning should be recommended.

Jews Hating Jews Result of Frustration 


The growth of Jews that hate other Jews has resulted here jp 
the United States from a feeling of frustration, Rabbi Weinstein 
says. They were denied entrance and equality among people with 
whom they sought equality despite the fact that they were told that 
the accident of one’s faith or nationality would not bar them. By 
the words proved false in reality. This frustration created self-hat. 
which soon turned to hating those people to whom they attributa 
their plight. If there weren’t any Jews who tried to keep Jewish life 
alive, all this sense of not belonging would be at an end, thej 
thought processes run. : 


American Jewish anti-Semitism is nearly always rationalized, 
Rabbi Weinstein explained. Jewish anti-Semites argue this way; 
they have nothing against Jewishness except the time for Jewish 
distinction is at an end; there should be one religion; they have out 
grown provincialism and nationalism; they feel that they are broad.

PARIS—The ex-Mufti of Jeru- 
salem is not under house arrest 
and is “free to come and go as 
he wishes,” a French foreign of- 
fice spokesman told the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency today. 

He said that the Mufti had 
never asked the French Govern- 
ment to send him back to Pales- 
tin, or any other place in the 
Arab world, and he denied that 
the Arab League has demanded 
his release. 

(A Reuter dispatch from Paris 
quotes the foreign office spokes- 
man as Stating that if any Arab 
state was willing to accept the 
Mufti, France would place no ob- 
stacles in the way of his depar- 
ture.) 

The Quai D’Orsay spokesman 
denied that Britain had formaliy 
requested the Mufti’s extradition, 
but admitted that the British had 
“asked” that he be turned over 
to them. The offigial said no na- 
tion or group had asked for the 
Mufti, with the exception of 
Yugoslavia, which formally re- 
quested last year that the Arab 
leader be turned over to it, but 
later withdrew its request. Zion- 
ist groups, he added, charge that 
the Mufti is responsible for anti- 
Jewish outrages and should be 
tried as a war criminal. 

(The Paris correspondent of 
the British Broadcasting Com- 
pany, Thomas Cadet, in a broad- 
cast in London today, said that 
Britain had informed France 
that it did not consider the Mufti 
a war criminal but rather a 
“quisling.”’) 

According to French officials, 
the Mufti is quite happy in 
France, sees a constant stream of 
visitors, and is “looking over the 
situation in Palestine before 
ciding what to do.”

Palestine Becoming

LA SPEZIA, Italy—The 1,040 Jewish refugees who were detained here as they 


were preparing to embark on the Italian steamer “Fede” for Palestine, today were 
on the second day of a hunger strike in protest against the authorities’ refusal to 
permit the ship to depart. 

The refugees, who are confined on the “Fede,” announced their determination 
to remain until the ship proceeds to Palestine. Only children under 17, of whom 
there are a handful, and pregnant women numbering about 100 of the 340 women 
aboard, are exempt from the hunger strike. 

Jewish community leaders here have telegraphed to the Pope, as well as to 
the American, British and Soviet ambassadors at Rome, and members of the Anglo- 
American inquiry committee now meeting at Lausanne, appealing to them to inter- 
vene on behalf of the detained refugees. 

Dr. Umberto Nachon, representative in Italy of the Jewish Agency for Pales- 
tine, left today for Genoa to confer with officials of the Allied Commission regardad- 
ing disposition of the refugees. He visited the passengers yesterday and reported 
that they were maintaining discipline and good spirits even in the midst of the 
hunger strike. The passengers have raised the Zionist flag alongside the ship’s 
Italian emblem. 


Police Chief Sorry He Detected Them 

Police Chief Russo of La Spezia today told the Jewish Telegraphic Agency that 
had the refugees told him they were Jews, he would have allowed them to proceed 
without any interference. He explained that the police halted the lorries on which 
the refugees arrived for embarkation because they thought the Jews were fascists 
for whom the authorities were hunting. The suspicions of the police, he stated, 
were heightened by the fact that the refugees refused to answer any questions. 
For want of better quarters, since La Spezia is a badly battered city and port, the 
police put the refugees aboard the craft on which they intended to sail for Palestine. 


Earlier reports had stated that the Italian authorities had arrested the refugees 
and had halted the ship on orders from the Allied Commission. Actually, the Allied 
Commission is now apparently embarrassed and is seeking to persuade the refugees, 
who came here without documents from all parts of Europe, to accept the status

Moscow Radio Says 
Jews Fleeing Iran

LONDON—Thousands of Iran- 
ian Jews are leaving Iran togeth- 
er with the Red Army, reported 
the Moscow Radio in a Persian 
language broadcast. According to 
the report, the Jews are in flight 
from the country because they 
fear the revenge of the anti-Soviet 
regime in Iran which, it is al- 
leged, in the manner of all re- 
actionaries, classes the Jews with 
the Communists and blames the 
Jews for the present crisis in the 
country. 

A fierce anti-Semitic campaign 
against the Jews is already going 
on in Iran and the Jews fear 
that no sooner will the Red Army 
evacuate the country than anti 
Jewish excesses will break out. 

The same Radio reports that 
there are six thousand -Marrano 
Jews in the Iranian city of Mar- 
shed who are exposed to partic- 
ular danger. These people are the 
descendants of Jews who were 
forced to accept the Persian re 
ligion two hundred years ago. 
They want to return to Judaism 
now and because of that they are 
looked upon with still greater sus- 
picion. Three thousand of these 
Jews have already left Iran late- 
ly, and have gone to Soviet Rus- 
sia, the broadcast said; the others 
are also planning to do so. 





First Jewish Baby 
In Riga Named ‘Jude’

Although no official action is 
expected to be taken against the 
refugees, they face a_ possible 
charge of illegally possessing Al- 
lied stores. When apprehended, 
each of the refugees had a ten- 
day Allied food ration. 

It is expected that the refugees 
will be placed in custody of the 
Joint Distribution Committee un- 
til final disposition is made of 
the incident. Now in custody on 
the schooner “Fede,” the refu- 
gees were reported to have wired 
President Truman and Prime 
Minister Attlee that unless they 
are permitted to enter Palestine 
they “will sink the ship and drown 
with it, because we have reached 
the last stage of despair.” 

At the same time, reports reach- 
ing from Palestine state that the 
Palestine Government, as part of 
its determined policy to stop “il 
legal” Jewish immigration, has 
requested Italian authorities to 
arrest the refugees.

NEW YORK—tThroughout Europe and as far off as Shanghai, 
China, Jewish survivors are making final preparations for their first 
free celebration of the festival of Passover in more than thirteen 


years. 


American Jews have made it preerne for the Joint Distribution 


Committee to provide more than 
2,000,000 pounds of Passover sup- 
plies to distressed and destitute 
Jews in Europe, the Near East, 
North Africa and Shanghai. 

Of the 1,600,000 pounds of 
Passover supplies shipped from 
the United States, largest shares 
—500,000 pounds each—were sent 
to Poland and Hungary, where 
the J.D.C., in cooperation with 
local groups, carries out exten- 
sive relief and_ rehabilitation 
work. 

Jews in Italy were shipped 175,- 
000 pounds of matzos, while 100,- 
000 pounds went to Yugoslavia, 
25,000 pounds for Greece, 5,000 
pounds for Algiers, and 100,000 
pounds for distribution among 
Jews in Shanghai, where the 
J.D.C. provides the main support 
for 11,000 European Jewish refu- 
gees who sought haven there 
from Nazi persecution. Included 
in 126,000 pounds of matzos 
shipped to France were 66,060 
pounds provided by South Ameri- 
can Jewish communities in co- 
operation with the J.D.C. In 
Spain, 1,100 pounds of matzos 
furnished by the J.D.C. were the 
first Passover supplies to reach 
that ceuntry since the Spanish 
Civil War.

LONDON—tThree Jewish sol- 


diers in the Polish Army in Brit- 
ain were sentenced last week to 
imprisonment term of six months 
each for desertion despite the 
fact that Foreign Secretary Bev- 
in had offiially announced the dis- 
solution of the Polish Army, it 
was disclosed here when the 
Board of Deputies of British Jews 
announced that it was taking 
legal measures to secure the re- 
lease of the three convicted Jews 
and to have their sentences sus- 
pended until they are repatriated 
to Poland and stand trial there. 


The convicted mer left the 
ranks of the Polish Army in 1944 
because of the prevalence of anti- 
Semitism in their units. They 
have been living with relatives 
in England. They were arrested 
when they voluntarily appeared 
to notify the authorities that they 
did not wish to be repatriated to 
Poland. One of the men, David 
Glicenstenn, enlisted in the Pol- 
ish Army in Persia, and another, 
Simon Getreidhendler, enlisted in 
Canada.

- N American Jew Speaks,” 
r. ya my good friend, Dr. 
G. George Fox, a Falcon Press 
Publication, “is a book of accur- 
ate and dispassionate informa- 
tion” as the cover jacket states. 
The author deals with a host of 


common misconceptions about 
Jews, such as 
that Jews do 


not fight, that 
Jews are Com- 
munists, that 
Jews control the 
economic life of 
the country, that 
Jews are money 
lenders, that 
Jewscrucified Je 
sus, and a host 
of other deeply rooted prejudices. 

While per se a good piece of 
work, “An American Jew 
Speaks” is motivated in my 
opinion by an impossible objec- 
tive, namely to enlighten the non- 
Jewish world about the Jew, the 
premise as set forth in the pre- 
face, that “the way to scotch 
lies is to get the truth and tell 
it” in my opinion is basically a 
delusion. Did not Hitler come 
pretty near conquering the world 
with a lie? Some lies simply 
cannot be scotched. The lies 
about the Jews belong in this 
category. 

The truth about the Jews is 
known or easily accessible to 
those who want it. For a host of 
reasons, the major of which is 
religion, the world prefers the 
lie about the Jew, and clings des- 
perately and tenaciously to a 
batch of contradictions, which 
had they not been of such grave 
consequence, would really be 
comical in the extreme. 





* . . 

WHEN such a deeply ingrained 
tendency exists, no amount of 
authoritative formation will 
avail. Are not many intelligent 


and intellectual people frequent- 
ly bitterly anti-Semitic? Does not 
anti-Semitism flourish luxuriant- 


ly on the campus, amongst fac- 
ulty and students alike, where 
library facilities are so near at 
hand? Is not the Christian Cen- 
tury, the foremost liberal Chris- 
tian weekly, anything but friend- 
ly to the Jews, to Judaism and 
to Palestine? 


Since anti-Semitism is_ irra- 
tional, defying reason and logic, 
all efforts to deal with it along 
rational lines must fail. 

This criticism, of course, does 
not affect the value of the book’s 
contents which should prove in- 
formative to our own people es- 


pecially our youth, who uncon- 


sciously imbibe the anti-Semitic 
falsehoods current in our day. 
The author writes out of a wide 
exerience and out of a deep 
knowledge. And he does not hesi- 
tate to call a spade a spade, as 
when he indicts the Catholic 
Church for the oppression it vis- 
ited upon the Jew, and when he 
castigates the British for their 
treachery to Israel in closing 
Palestine to the Jewish people. 
One exception must be taken. 
Since there definitely is no Jew- 
ish problem in America, the 
statement that “I can see no rea- 
son for affirming that the Jew- 
ish problem in America is not 
impossible of solution” is un- 
warranted and misleading. Only 
anti-Semites see a Jewish “prob- 
lem” in America. Why should we 
make concessions to them? The 
Jew is not a problem. The Jew 
is beset by many and vexing 
problems, all of which are not 
of his own creation and choos- 
ing, but exclusively of his en- 
emies. And, since these will con- 
tinue to make Jewish existence 
trying and difficult, the optimism 
of Dr. Fox is far from justified.

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servative and Reform. In addi- 
tion to the rabbinical tributes, 
there are warm words of appre- 
ciation from some _ important 
Jewish laymen and from the 
Anglo-Jewish press. The volume 
is a measure of the abiding affec- 
tion the late president has won 
for himself in the hearts of the 
Jews of this land. 

To single out, however, Mr. 
Roosevelt’s friendship for the 
Jew would constitute not only an 
error, but an injustice to a great 
and noble spirit. It is good to 
have this emphasized by Dr. Ste- 
phen S. Wise who in the “Fore- 
word” correctely states “that the 
American Jewish Community did 
not think of Roosevelt as one to 
whom for any special reason it 
was indebted.” That is superbly 
correct, since Roosevelt “stood 
above every thought of racial 
and religious difference.” The 
late president was a friend of all 
men and women, and of all good 
causes. Because the Jew had spe- 
cial problems and needs both 
here. and abroad did he on occa- 
sions speak forthrightly in be- 
half of Israel. The more stimu- 
lating tributes indicate this 
very important truth. 

To write a lengthy review of 
this volume would simply mean 
another eulogy to those included 
here. Some of these are truly 
superb and will live, some 
should have been radically edit- 
ed by Rabbi Kleinman, and a 
few it would have been better to 
have omitted. 


Roosevelt stands out pre-emin- 
ently as the fearless champion 
of democracy and of the common 
man. His noble and heroic en- 
deavor to apply it more exten- 
sively, especially in the economic 
field, made him the world figure 
he was! This constitutes his 
chief glory and claim to eternity, 
to a place alongside Washington, 
Jefferson, Lincoln and Wilson. 
Greater honor than this no man 
can have! And it is precisely 
this fact which endeared him to 
all classes of men.

LTHOUGH the Zionist Or- 
ganization of America has 
come forward with a demand that 
the forthcoming World Zionist 
Congress not be held in Palestine, 
but in the United States, it is 
safe to predict that the chances 
of it being held in Palestine have 
not diminished. ... This despite 
the fact that it would be more 
logical to hold it in 
America vs. the United States. 
Palestine » . « The reason 
for this prediction 
should be sought in the tug-of- 
war which is now developing be- 
tween the ZOA and the Zionist 
Laborites over the question of 
where the congress should take 
place. . . . The General Zionists 
believe, among other things, that 
if the congress is held in the 
United States, American Zionists 
will gain -more strength in the 
world Zionist movement and 
more places on the World Zionist 
Executive. . .. The Laborites feel 
that if the congress is held in 
Palestine, the control over the 
World Zionist Executive may re- 
main in the hands of the Hista- 
druth leaders. ... And, of course, 
there is also the question of the 
presidency of the World Zionist 
Organization. . . . There may be 
strong competition for this post 
between Dr .Abba Hillel Silver 
and David Ben Gurion, and it 
is taken for granted that if the 
congress is held in the United 
States the scales may tip in Dr. 
Silver’s favor( while in Palestine 
Ben Gurion would have the ad- 
vantage. ... All indications point 
to the fact that the ZOA, although 
anxious to have the congress in 
America, will not precipitate a 
battle over it. ... Its recommend- 
ation to the World Zionist Ex- 
ecutive that the congress be held 
in the United States may remain 
only a matter of record, rather 
than an issue over which a fight 
will develop. . .. That is why 
it looks as if those wanting Pal- 
estine to be the scene of the con- 
gress may have their own way. 
. . . At best a compromise de- 
cision to hold the congress in 
Geneva may be reached... . This 
would be a kind of symbolic con- 
tinuation of the last World Zion- 
ist Congress which was interrupt- 
ed by the outbreak of the war 
in September, 1939 without elec- 
tion of a new executive.

“The Curse of Bigness” 

O ONE can deny the obvious advantages of the sort of unified 
N and centralized fund-raising which generally characterizes 
American philanthropy today. The benefits accruing from a central 
Community Chest are large and important: there is a definite econ- 
omy in the single campaign and the single overhead; there is 
saving in the time and energy of the campaign workers; there is 
a minimum of actual solicitation of the donors. 

The same advantages and economies are obtained by consolida- 


tion of various Jewish drives, nationally in the United Jewish Ap- 


peal, and locally in the various Welfare Funds, and Associated Jew- 
Such centralization of fund-raising, however, is be- 
ginning to have effects not originally anticipated—effects which, if 
permitted to continue, may ultimately negate and nullify all the ad- 
vantages of unification. 

For one thing, the number of causes has so multiplied, and the 
amounts raised so increased, that the whole enterprise has become 
a big business, with all the accompanying attributes which Brandeis 
called “The Curse of Bigness.” For the sake of administrative ef- 
ficiency and economy we are sacrificing all the warmth and beauty 
and spiritual values which in the simple days made the act of spon- 
taneous giving a thing of dignity and quiet pleasure. Today it is a 
mammoth business, scientifically conducted, objectively administer- 
ed, coldly, impersonally consummated. It has been dehumanized. A 
glance behind the scenes at the operation of a really big fundraising 
campaign makes one think of nothing less than the launching of 
a new model automobile, with all the accompanying sales and ad- 
vertising preparation, the data accumulation, the setting of quotas, 
the pep talks to the salesmen, etc. 


* * * 


TO BE SURE these methods have succeeded, to the extent that 
they have been responsible for making ye ever increasing 
sums of money. According to that criterion, they certainly have not 
been a failure. But the human mind inevitably rebels against big- 
ness. On the general American scene such causes as the Red Cross, 
Infantile Paralysis Foundation and Tuberculosis Seals, among others, 
continue to make separate appeals to the public, and do well. Each 
of these causes apparently prefers the educational and publicity 
value of a private effort, to the anonymity which would be imposed 
upon them were they swallowed up in a gargantuan philanthropic 
catch-all. 

The same is true of Jewish life. Zionism, for example, has long 
fretted under the handicaps of U.P.A. partnership in the United 
Jewish Appeal, for the mere contribution of funds to Palestine is 
not sufficient participation in the cause, without the intellectual and 
emotional appreciation and understanding. These are elements 
which remove Zionism from the realm of the purely philanthropic. 

There are other causes in Jewish life, similar in their capacity 
to enrich and vitalize and stimulate Jewish living, but in a Welfare 
Fund they are reduced to mere statistics—emerging only as mathe- 
matical apportionments of the total amount raised. The Jewish com- 
munity and the Jewish individual is the poorer for the lack of close, 
personal contact with the living currents of Jewish life. 


* * * 


I WAS PRESENT LAST WEEK at a small gathering in the 
home of a well-to-do businessman. A score or so of his friends had 
met to hear a confidential report on a particular project of the con- 
temporary Jewish scene. The community has its united appeal, so 
there was no public appeal for funds—-merely this private gathering 
—and none were obligated to come. An intimate account of the 
enterprise was given, and the men present were deeply touched— 
more deeply touched than by all the hodge-podge of literature they 
had gotten from the recent united drive, with its listing of the 22 
participating agencies, and its mechanical analysis of the worth of 
each in terms of dollars and cents. The men were free with their 
gifts, and some gave more to this single cause than they had to the 
entire joint campaign. 

Of course it was disproportionate giving, but the donors felt 
close to the cause. Their giving was emotional; they had been deeply 
stirred by a graphic account. They had for the moment seen the 
veil of social service professionalism lifted, and had been permitted 
to gaze deeply into the original wellsprings of Jewish life and Jew- 
ish problems. There was nothing cold, artificial, remote, about this 
cause. It was presented very bluntly in terms of bodies and lives, 
not in terms of quotas and percentages, and therefore they gave. 


It may seem unthinkable to revert back to the inter-agency 
competition and strife which marked fund-raising before consolida- 
tion was achieved, but something must be done to restore the soul 
and the spirit, the feeling of personal understanding and personal 
participation, in our drives. For at the present rate, with,the check- 
book the only goal, donors will feel themselves more aloof, more re- 
mote, and in philanthropy, too, we shall begin to suffer from opera- 
tion of the law of diminishing returns, this’time brought about by 


had a caller—a very old and very tired man, 
I under most peculiar circumstances.

It was comforting me the other evening 
when I was giving my mind to the awful ways 
of the world. The way Russia has been behav- 
ing has been especially a great disappointment 
to me; I had been hoping that maybe Russia 
would show the nations how to live together in 
brotherhood. But here was Russia behaving 
like the ruthless old imperialists. 

Yes, things were pretty bad, though it was 
only about six months . 
since V-Day which was 
supposed to liberate 
mankind from all the so- 
cial and economic pains 
that ail him. 

But you aren’t inter- 
ested in what I think 
about international af- 
fairs. On matters like in- 
ternational affairs you 
can get much more misinformation from the 
highly paid experts in the press and on the 
radio. You are impatiently wondering why I 
don’t hurry up and tell more about the very old 
and very tired man who came out of my big- 
best pipe so amazingly. 

Well, yes! I should explain that I had been 
thinking of world affairs in relation to our 
Passover. The event that led up to Passover 
was the first of many liberations in the story 
of mankind, and I was saying to myself that, 
nevertheless, mankind isn’t liberated yet. 

It was at this point that the pillar of smoke 
that issued from my pipe began to take hu- 
man form. First, a finely chiseled old head, 
then a body that looked older than any body 
I had ever seen before. It was 1000 years old if 
it was a day.

THOUGH THE MAN had entered my living 
room so unexpectedly, I wasn’t as excited as 
the circumstances could well warrant, I found 
myself greeting him in the casual way I might 
address an agent who had dropped in to sell 
me an insurance policy. ...

ERE’S what you'll need for the Seder: 


AFEKOMEN: Place three perfect Matzos separately in the folds of 
a napkin or special Matzo cover. These represent the Sabbath 
loaves over which the benediction is pronounced and bears the 
special significance of symbolizing the bread of affliction, 
slavery. The child who manages to “steal the Afekomen” is 
awarded a prize after the Seder. 

ROASTED LAMB BONE: A piece of lamb shank, or a chicken Jeg 
bone, should be browned on the open flame, and placed on a 
plate, to symbolize the pascal sacrifice of ancient days when 
each family brought its special offering. 

A ROASTED HARD COOKED EGG left in the shell is placed on the 
same plate, also. 

BITTER HERBS, usually the top end of a horseradish root which 
has some green sprouts. This symbolizes the bitterness of 
Israel’s bondage in the land of Egypt. 

GRATED HORSERADISH, called Morar, is placed in a small dish. 
During the service some MORAR is placed between two small 
pieces of Matzo and served to each celebrant. This has been 
called the “Hillel Sandwich.” 

CHAROSES: Combine grated apple, chopped nuts, cinnamon and 
a little wine for moistening. Place on a separate dish to 
symbolize the mortar which the Israelites as slaves used in 
building “the treasure cities of Pharoah’’—this being a mor- 
sel of sweetness to lighten the burden. 

HARD COOKED EGGS AND SALT WATER: Slice or dice the eggs 
and add salted water to the bowl in which this is served. 

GREENS AND SALT WATER: Parsley, watercress, chicory, let- 
tuce or other greens are the herbs that symbolize the hope 
and redemption of life. Place a bowl of salt water near the 
plate of greens, also small bowls or saucers to hold the salt 
water and dipped greens when served to each one at the table. 

WINE: Place cups or goblets at each place. This symbolizes the 
fourfold promise of redemption of Israel. Goblets are filled 
four times during the service. 

CUP OF ELIJAH: A special goblet is placed in the center of the 
table and filled with wine toward the end of the service when 
the door is opened for the coming of Elijah, the coming of a 

; more perfect world, freedom for all mankind. 

SEDER MENU: Gefilte Fish 
Chicken Soup with Matzo Knaidlach 
Roast Chicken, Vegetables, Green Salad 
Sponge Cake or Macaroons and Tea 


Featherlight Matzo Meal Knaidlach 


2 eggs 2 tablespoons chicken or goose 

4 tablespoons cold water schmaltz 

%% teaspoon salt % cup matzo meal (approxi- 
mately) 


Beat eggs and fat thoroughly in a deep bowl. Add water, salt 
and enough matzo meal to form a heavy batter. Chill in the re- 
frigerator several hours. When forming the knaidlach, dip the palms 
of the hands in cold water before shaping the balls and dropping 
each into rapidly boiling salted water. Cover and cook 20 to 30 min- 
utes. Drain just before serving in hot chicken soup. 

Variation: Add minced parsley or a dash of pepper to the batter. 
Variation 2: Add 1 cup hot mashed potatoes to the beaten egg and fat. 


Drop Knaidlach 
2 eggs % cup matzo meal 
% teaspoon salt 
Beat eggs separately, blending the beaten yolks with stiffly 
beaten whites by beating vigorously. Stir in matzo meal and salt 
till smooth. Let stand 5 minutes then drop by teaspoonfuls into clear 
or strained boiling chicken soup. Cover and cook 40 minutes over 
moderate heat, 


Matzo Kugel 

Use 1 whole Matzo for each serving. 

Cover matzos with cold water and let stand a few minutes. 
Squeeze dry and add one well beaten egg for each matzo. Add 1 
teaspoon sugar and a dash of cinnamon for each matzo used.. Add 
a dash of salt and mix well but lightly with two forks. Heat 3 
tablespoonfuls chicken fat, goose fat or any other shortening in the 
pudding dish and arrange % of the mixture over the bottom. Cover 
with thinly sliced apples, sprinkle with sugar and cinnamon or 
ginger, chopped walnuts or almonds. Repeat the layers, making the 
top matzo mixture sprinkled with sugar and cinnamon. Add 1 table- 
spoon melted fat over top and bake 35 to 40 minutes at 350° F or 
until nicely browned. If baked in a glass casserole, watch the bat- 
tom and sides to make sure of even browning. Serve hot with a 
topping of lemon or orange sauce, stewed rhubarb, stewed straw- 
berries or plain. 


Carrot Ingberlach 
1% lbs. carrots % cup bitter almonds, 


2 cups sugar ground 
% cup blanched almonds, 2 teaspoons ground 
ground ginger 


Wash, scrape and cut or dice carrots. Cook with very little cold 
water, enough to prevent scorching, in a covered saucepan 8 min- 
utes or until tender. Mash with a fork and press out all the liquid. 
Add all the other ingredients and cook over a low heat until thick, 
stirring to prevent sticking. Sprinkle some sugar mixed with ginger 
on the bottom of a platter and spread the carrot mixture evenly 
about % inch thick. Sprinkle more sugar and ginger over the top 
and let stand only until it begins to harden slightly. Cut with a 
knife point into inch squares, diamonds or any way desired. Work 
rapidly before it hardens. 


Cocoanut Macaroons 

6 eggs % cup matzo cake meal 
1 cup sugar 2 tablespoons potato flour 
% teaspoon salt Grated rind of 1 lemon 
1 cup shredded cocoanut, 

tightly packed 

Beat eggs well, adding sugar while beating until creamy. Stir 

in the ingredients as listed and combine until smooth, Let stand

T a recent study meeting of Hadassah and 
Council of Jewish Women, one of the 
members asked, “Why do we still celebrate 
holidays whose reasons are buried in anti- 
quity? So many things worthy of remem- 
brance have happened in modern times.” 

There are many answers to her question, so- 
ciological, psychological, and religious, but it 
would seem that one valid reason for our con- 
tinuing to observe the old holidays is that 
their meaning is timeless. 

The freedom from slavery the Jews sought 
in leaving Egypt, we are still seeking today. 
In Europe, Jews are literally chained in physi- 
cal slavery. Here in America, the chains we 
want to break are not so easily seen. Men can 
be enslaved in many ways.

The secret of these crispy, light and most digestible pancakes 
lies in the process of frying more than in the mixing. ~Follow direc- 
tions carefully.

Beat eggs well and stir in liquid alternately with the Matzo meal 
till the batter is smooth and thick enough to drop in a lump from 
the spoon. Drop by the tablespoonful into het meited shortening that 
is deep enough to come up to the top of the cakes. Fry over mod- 
erate heat until brown on the under side before turning. These pan- 
cakes will rise to double their thickness before the need for turning. 
Turn carefully, using a fork. When browned on both sides, lift out 
with a fork and drain well before placing on a warm platter. If 
they are to be served with meat or poultry, do not add sugar. Flavor 
with a dash of ginger or a grating of lemon peel. A tablespoonful 
of lemon juice in the water adds a taste thrill. 

These versatile pancakes may be served as a dessert with stewed 
fresh or dried fruit, or sprinkled generously with sugar and cinna- 
mon.

“A calamity,” declares the For- 
ward’s H. Lieberman, “has _ be- 
fallen the Jews of all America.”

IRTH in London of Henry Co- 
hen, American rabbi. All who 
are familiar with American Jew- 
ish life are doubtless familiar 
with the character of Rabbi Hen- 
ry Cohen of Galveston, Tex. His 
achievements and con- 
APRIL 7, tributions are associ- 
1863 ated with “The Man 
Who Stayed in Texas.” 
After leaving London at 18 where 
he received his education, he trav- 
eled in Africa as interpreter for a 
French legation. He was severely 
wounded during the Zula war, 
while assisting in the repulse of 
an attack by savages. He became 
rabbi in Kingston, Jamaica in 
1884 and a year later took a pul- 
pit in Woodville, Miss. In 1888 
he succeeded Rabbi Joseph Sil- 
verman as spiritual leader of 
Congregation B’nai Israel, Gal- 
veston, Tex., and has held that 
post since. Rabbi Cohen has 
served as librarian of the Texas 
Historical Society and as a mem- 
ber of the executive council of 
the American Jewish Historical 
Society, to both of which he has 
made historical contributions. He 
has made most careful researches 
into the history of the Jews of 
Texas. Rabbi Cohen has publish- 
ed numerous compilations, re- 
views, poems, lectures and 
pamphlets. He is one rabbi “who 
stayed home and succeeded!”

; Ba’al Shem Tov were 
given free play to their impulses 
and the rabbis of the older school 
suspected the new movement of 
libertinism. They were especially 
aprehensive when considering the 
dangerous schismatic movement 
which followed after Shabbatai 
Zvi, the pseudo-Messiah of the 
previous century, and feared a 
repetition of events. Those op- 
posing the Chassidim were called 
*“Mithnagdim” or Opponents and 
heading them was Elijah ben Sol- 
omon, the famed “Gaon of Vil- 
na.” The Chassidic movement 
had spread into Lithuania and a 
secret Chassidic “Sh’tubel” or 
synagogue had been created in 
Vilna itself. The Council of Rab- 
bis in Vilna, with- the full ap- 
proval of the Gaon of Vilna, is- 
sued a Cherem or excommunica- 
tion edict effecting all who fol- 
lowed the Chassidic movement. 
The Cherem which was published 
on April 11, 1772, was_ subse- 
quently made public in Brody, 
when the fair there had brought 
together large numbers of Jews 
from all parts of the country.

Anglo-Jewish papers long ago 
grew out of the stage when they 
could point to their immaturity 
as excuse for their faults, and 
they must certainly by now rec- 
ognize their responsibility.

The meeting was called by the 
Zionist groups of San Francisco, 
and although the Zionists are 
unquestionably in the majority 
even in San Francisco, still any 
reliable paper would have been 
sure to state under whose aus- 
pices the meeting was held. As 
it is the Chicago Jewish com- 
munity was given a garbled ac- 
count. There was enough juici- 
ness in the story as it took place 
without having to alter the facts, 
and nothing is to be gained by 
throwing overboard, just because 
a paper’s policy happens to be 
pro-Zionist, all the ethics built up 
over a period of years by Amer- 
ican journalism.

I have just read the second 
large advertisement of Rabbi 
Joshua Loth Liebman’s new book, 
“Peace of Mind,” in the New 
York Times, and again there is no 
mention of Rabbi Liebman as a 
Jew or a rabbi. I am quite sure 
that Rabbi Liebman had nothing 
to do with the preparation of the 
advertising, and possibly the sale 
of the book, evidently quite large, 
might have been injured had the 
word “Rabbi” appeared in the 
advertising.

I am not 
here offering any criticism, mere- 
ly making this as a commentary 
on the times. 

On that inaugural plane flight 
to Palestine, and the business 
man’s tour of the Holy Land to 
follow, might it not be a good 
idea to invite along an Anglo- 
Jewish newspaperman in the 
same manner that the reporters 
for the large daily papers are 
guests of the airlines when new 
flights of some significance are 
started.

RABBI SAYS OWN EXPERIENCE BEARS OUT 
STATEMENT OF RABBI FINKELSTEIN 


Editor, The Jewish Post, 

I would like to say a kind word 
in support of Dr. Finkelstein’s re- 
cent statement concerning the 
imminence of mass conversion in 
American Jewry. My own ex- 
perience corroborates his state- 
ment. I have been Rabbi in the 
Middle West and South for a 
number of years and have per- 
sonally witnessed this process of 
disintegration setting in in Jew- 
ish life. 

In New Orleans there is an old 
Jewish-Portuguese cemetery of 
which not a single living descend- 
ant is Jewish. There are a num- 
ber of Jewish cemeteries in small 
towns in Louisiana, the only 
relic of the fact that Jewish com- 
munities once existed and have 
now been absorbed by the Chris- 
tian community.’ Several years 
ago a young man came to me 
from a small town in northern 
Louisiana. He told me that he 


was the last remaining Jew in 


his community, that he had just 
married a Catholic girl and that 
he would like my blessing. 

Not only is inter-marriage ram- 
pant but it does not receive the 
condemnation of the Jewish 
Community anymore. Several 
years back the president of the 


“Y"” in New Orleans was the best 
man at the wedding of his son 
in a Protestant Church to a 
Christian. There was no con- 
demnation of this fact in the 
Jewish Community. 

It seems to me that Dr. Finke!- 
stein is suffering from that curse 
of Jewish life in America, namely 
that one must never criticize or 
point out any faults. It is the 
“double talk” in Jewish life 
which is imperiling the future of 
American Jewry. I cannot under- 
stand why you, in your own edi- 
torial column speak so critically 
of Dr. Finkelstein, when your 
own paper is one of the few 
forums where criticism is wel- 
comed., It is unfortunate that Dr. 
Finkelstein’s statement should 
be coupled with an appeal for 
funds. In my own very humble 
opinion, the problem will not be 
solved by the methods Rabbi 
Finkelstein suggests. I say this 
even though I am not able to 
give the formula for solving the 
problem myself.

RABBI, LIBRARY WORKER TAKE CRACKS 
AT AL SEGAL ON ZIONIST ISSUE

For Mr. Segal’s benefit and 
likewise for the cause of honest 
reporting of the news in behalf 
of the New York “Times,” may 
I point out that the decisions 
made at the recent Union of 
American Hebrew Congregations 
Biennial Convention were more 
than simply that of “adopting a 
policy of neutrality on Zionism,” 
as expounded by the New York 
Times, or that of “deciding to 
concentrate on religion” as per 
Alfred Segal.

This was the crucial issue that 
was contained within the debate 
over the proposed withdrawal of 
the Union of American Hebrew 
Congregations from the Ameri- 
can Jewish Conference. Despite 
the attempts of Mr. Segal and 
the New York Times, it was not 
a question of neutrality on Zion- 
ism or of segregation of Reform 
Judaism within a strict boundary 
of “religion, only?” 

Yes, Mr. Segal did stick out 
his neck, but the unfortunate 
fact is that it was all in vain. 
Tis folly to clamber out on a 
limb and find the tree isn’t there.

JERUSALEM—tThe existence of terrorism in 


Palestine is being used by the Government as an 
excuse for emergency measures and arbitrary ar- 
rests—even the holding of aged parents of hunted 
suspects as hostages, and other entirely extra-legal 
proceedings found only in the worst police states. 

That is the measured opinion of Max Seligman, 
Palestine lawyer, who handles most of the cases of 
political prisoners. He can cite scores of cases to 
bolster his charges. 

One case is that of Mrs. Tova Svorai. She was 
arrested and jailed in Bethlehem in 1942 and has been 
held there since. Her crime?—her husband was con- 
victed of illegal possession of arms and received a 
ten-year sentence. 

Let Her Die in Bethlehem Says CID 

The woman is ill and is slowly wasting away. She 
is being treated by Dr. Bernard Zondek, world-fam- 
ous gynecologist and research scientist at the Hebrew 
University in Jerusalem, who has appealed to the 
authorities for her release, asserting that she will 
die if she is not freed. To this plea, Major Richard 
Catling, chief of the Criminal Investigation Division 
in Jerusalem, replied cynically: “It is better for her 
to die in Bethlehem than to live in Tel Aviv.” 

Another woman detained at Bethlehem is Esther 
Noar, sister of Captain David Raziel, Palestinian 
hero killed during a Commando raid, whose husband 


until her eighth month of pregnancy. All pleas for 
her release were answered by the C.I.D. with “we 
will fix up a cell for your baby, rather than release 
you.” 

Another inmate of the Bethlehem prison for wom- 
en is Ada Liebowitz, member of the WAAF, who 
comes from a prominent Jewish family of Tel Aviv. 
She was arrested while serving in the women’s aux- 
iliary force in Cairo. 


50 Arrested on Discharge From Army 

Among the detainees in the Latrun Prison at 
Jerusalem and in the Eritrean detention camps, there 
are approximately 50 ex-soldiers, who were arrested 
upon their discharge from the armed forces. Many 
of these soldiers were arrested simply because their 
names were on ancient stool pigeon lists which the 
C. I. D. had filed, but not forgotten. 

Seligman, who is one of the few lawyers cour- 
ageous enough to handle detainees’ cases, estimates 
that no more than ten of the 300 prisoners in Eritrea 
have even minor police records. Scarcely any of 
them were ever interrogated. They were picked up, 
jailed at Latrun, and later handcuffed and flown to 
exile at Asmara, Eritrea. During the existence of the 
camp some thirty people have been released and re- 
turned to Palestine—but with no more explanation 
offered than when they were picked up. 

Among the Asmara exiles is RAF Sergeant 
Moscowitz, who after five years as desert service 


Sarafand Camp where he had just received his dis- 
charge. After he had spent a year in Eritrea, a Gov- 
ernment review commission recommended his im- 
mediate release. But he’s still there. 

Liberator of Gen. Neame Held Too 

Moscowitz’s fellow prisoners include Prof. Gep- 
ner, famed for liberating seven high ranking officers, 
including General Neame, while he himself was a 
prisoner. For this exploit he received the highest 
award ever bestowed upon a Palestinian. 

On the day after Seligman obtained an order from 
the highest Palestine Court, declaring that the Gov- 
ernment had no power to detain abroad Palestine 
citizens, 55 detainees were shipped from Latrun to 
Asmara. The Palestine Government immediately dis- 
claimed responsibility for the detentions, stating that 
the prisoners were being detained by the Eritrean 
Government. This, despite the fact that no Eritrean 
Government order for detention was ever offered in 
evidence. 

Seligman reports that his own assistants, Max 
Kritzman, an American lawyer, has been arrested 
twice, and in 1944 was held at Latrun for five months 
before being released. His release came about only 
after Seligman went to London and interested sev- 
eral members of the House of Lords in the case. 
When pressure from London finally forced interroga- 
tion of Kritzman, the only questions asked were 
about the legal services he had performed for the 
political prisoners, services which are traditionally

WASHINGTON — Members of 
the Senate and the House of Rep- 
resentatives joined in condemn- 
ing on the floor of their respec- 
tive Houses the granting of in- 
dependence to Transjordan. One 
Congressman suggested that the

U. S. delegation. 

Senator Claude Pepper, Demo- 
crat of Florida, sharply attacked 
British policy on Transjordan and 
Palestine, in a general statement 
in the Senate on foreign policy 
with particular reference to the 
Iranian situation.

THE LIVES OF FAMOUS FOLK 


SOPHIE TUCKER, in 1926, 
when vaudeville was beginning 
to gasp its last breath, was 
billed at New York’s Palace 
theater as “The Last of the 
Red Hot Mamas.” The title 
has stuck ever since, and So- 
phie, the good trouper, today is 
regarded as an institution in 
show business. 


Sophie’s family name was 
Kalish. She changed it to 
Tucker when she began her 
career in 1906, singing in her 
father’s restaurant in Hart- 
ford, Conn. Literally, Sophie 
was born “on the road.” Her 
mother was traveling out of 
Russia by wagon, on her way 
to join her husband in Amer- 
ica when the child arrived. 


Sophie reached Boston in 
1884, when she was_ three 
months old. The family spent 
eight years in Boston, then 
moved to Hartford where they 
opened a restaurant. Restaur- 


ant chores, namely kitchen 
drudgeries, were not to So- 
phie’s liking, so at 16 she 


eloped with one Louis Tuck 
and gave birth to a son a year 
later. 


When the marriage failed 


Sophie was back in the res- 
taurant. This time she saved 
her money and went to New 
York, starting out as a song 
plugger in Tin Pan Alley. In 
her first night club act she 
sang in blackface, because one 
showman had remarked she 
was “too big and ugly” to go 
over otherwise. It was a thrill 
when she found she could hold 
an audience with her own mag- 
nificent personality and singing 
style. 


Her theme, “Some of These 
Days,” as adopted in 1911. The 
Tucker fortunes and fame in- 
creased through burlesque, 
Ziegfeld Follies, vaudeville and 
night club engagements. In 
1922 Sophie played the first of 
many engagements in England, 
where she was a big favorite. 
She went to Hollywood in 1937 
for two movies, but was never 
satisfied with the screen as a 
medium for entertainers. “That 
is not Tucker you see on the 


screen,” she says. 


The singer has been thrice 
married and divorced. ‘“Yester- 
day’s” photo shows her riding 
a bike as a reducing treatment 
in 1927.

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War Dept. Releases 
Judge Rifkind Report 


WASHINGTON—Judge Simon H. Rifkind, special adviser on 
Jewish affairs in the American occupation zone, declared in a report 
released by the War Department this week that the 100,000 displaced 
Jews in Germany and Austria are “‘coming to the end of their emo- 
tional tether” and that “unless the world is prepared immediately 
to make a place for them, it will drive to despair and disaster this 
handful of a decimated people.” 

In releasing the report, originally submitted to General Joseph 
T. McNarney, European theater commander, the War Department 
stated that the memorandum was “the comment of a qualified ob- 
server on a matter in which there has been substantial public in- 
terest” and that it represented “only the personal views” of Judge 
Rifkind. 

Describing the physical and emotional plight of the survivors, 
the report stressed that the problem of the displaced Jews “is actual- 
ly insoluble without Palestine” and that rapid, mass settlement in 
Palestine was imperative if the 100,000 Jews in Germany and Aus- 
tria are to be saved from disintegration. The Jews, the report said, 
“want to quite Europe, they want to live together, not among a 
population that regards them as aliens.” 

The report dwells at length on the scourge of anti-Semitism in 
Europe and on its effect in hindering the repatriation of the dis- 
placed Jews in Germany and Austria. Referring to the increase of 
the Jewish population in the U. S. zone, the report said: “Returning 
from the concentration camps, from the forests in which they fought 
as partisans, demobilized from the national armies in which they 
battled on the side of the Allies, coming from the places in which 
they hid from the Nazis, the Jews in the east European countries 
find themselves unwelcome in the land of their origin. They discover 
that anti-Semitism did not vanish with the defeat of the Nazis. In- 
digenous, popular anti-Semitism flourishes and creates a climate of 
hostility on the part of the native populations against the Jews.” 
The convergence of east European Jewry upon the U. S. zones, it 
added, is ‘‘an expression of faith in the United States which has 
always afforded asylum for the unfortunate,” and that to forbid 
their entry” on the basis of any statistical study of absorptive ca- 
pacity” would “be deplorable.” 

Pointing out that Hitler’s policy of exterminating the Jews was 
so thorough and ruthless that only 1,250,000 remained “east of the 
English channel and west of the pre-war borders of Russia,” the 
report noted that while the fortunes of the Jews who had died at 
Hitler persecutions were being enjoyed by their persecutors, the 
surviving Jews were still waiting for the victors “to enforce for 
them some small portion of their claim on Germany.”
